In consequenca of the unfortunate state of the 
relations existing between Employers and Laborers 
in the Eastern Districts, it is now proposed, as in 
the case of Colonial Kmigration, to continue the 
interference of Government so Jong as the contract 
is current. Such interference appears to be as 
necessary in the interests of the Employer as of 
the Laborer; for the Planter declares that he im- 
ports Laborers into the Province at a very great 
expense, and that, as soon as they arrive, they 
refuse to work, or leave service ; that the punish. 
ment for desertion is slight, and carries with it a 
releage from.all engagements, and that, therefore, 
the Laborer ‘willingly incurs the liability to punish. 
ment in the hope of being set free from his contract, 
The Laborer, on tle other hand, declares that he 
is not paid at the rata which he expected to receive 
‘when he entered into the: contract; that he is 
ill-used sind, neglected, and therefore considers 
himself free from all liability under his contract ; 


‘The Lieutenant-Governor has, therefore, come 
tg the conclusion that the interference of Govern- 
ment is necessary for the protection of both parties, 
and that, unless something is at once done to’ 
reconcile these conflicting interests, the great pro- 
gress which is taking place in the condition of 
these Districts will be abruptly checked, and they 
will relapse again into the junglo and desolation 
from which they are now emerging. 

This Bill’ is not more to the interest of the 
Planter than to that of the Laborer, nor is it in 
the nature of 2 Criminal Contract Law as applied 
to Agricultural and Commercial dealings, in which 
the Contractor is dependant on weather, loss of 
eattle, and numerous other causes, over which he 
can have no control, for the ability to perform his 
contract; but in this case the Laborer is depen- 
dant on his own will and nothing else. His posi- 
tion is, therefore, analogous rather to that of 
seamen and soldiers, both of which classes are liable 
to criminal penalties for breach of enzagement, 

The Bill has, with certain reservations, received 
the sanction of the Government of India, It 
provides, amongst other things, for the securing 
to the Laborer by the contract a certain minimum 
monthly rate of wages; for the appointment of 
Protectors of Laborers and of Inspectors to assist 
them; and for the payment of salaties and tho 
maintenance of establishments by means of a rate, 
for each Laborer, caloulated upon the aver 
number of Laborers on each estate ; for the punish- 
ment of the Laborer if he refuses or neglecta to 
work ; for the provision of sufficient hospital acoom- 
modation for the sick, and a proper stock of medi- 
cines; and for the periodical inspection of the 
estates by the Protectors, and the submission of 
Reporte, containing the results of such inspection, 
to the Government. It ulso provides for the ap- 
prehension and punishment of deserters, and tl 
u igation of complaints; the cancelment of 
contracts under certain circumstances; and the 
release therefrom by purchase on payment of a

Srce the appeal of Section 16 of Regulation 
VII of 1832 by Act X of 1861, it has been 
doubtful whether any power exists for the sale of 
Putnee tenures under Regulation VIII of 1819. 

Act XXXILI of 1850 has been considered by 
some to confer on Collectors of Revenue . the 
power of holding sales of Patnes tenures; but, 
after having carefully considered the question, I 
have come to the conclusion that it does not 
confer the power, but only declares that, in re- 
gard to such sales, a petition to the Civil Court is 
not necessary, but a petition to the Collector 
alone is sufficient. That Act cap hardly be held 
to be a substantive law, as at the time of its 
} enactment Section 16, of Regulation VII of 

1832 was in force, and the power of holding sales 
of Putnee tenures was derived from it. ‘Act 
XXXU1 of 1850 is a law “for amending the 
forms necessary for the sale” of those tenures, 
and merely legalises the discontinuance of ao 
practice cnjuined Ly Regulation VIII of 1819, 
whieh, sinee the enactment of Regulation VII of 
1832, became superfluous aud therefore fell into 
desuctude. 

‘This Bill has been prepared to give validity to

Sravemunr of Onsgots ant Reasons. 


By a recent Act of the Council (LIL of 1264) 
the manner of engaging and contracting witir 
Laborers fur the purpose of laboring for hire in 
the Districts of Assam, Cachar, aud Sylbet, and 
their passage and transport thereto, was regulated. 
But the provisions of that Act have no effect from 
the moment the Laborers arrive at their place of 
destination. 

In consequence of the unfortunate etate of the 
relations existing between Employers and Laborers 
in the Eastern Districts, it is now proposed, as it 
the case of Colonial Emigration, to continue the 
interference of Government. so long as the contract: 
is current. Such interference appease ‘to be a: 
necessary in the interests of the Employer as of 
the Laborer; for the Planter declares that he im 
ports Laborers into the Province at a very greal} 
expense, and that, as soon as they arrive, they 
reluse to work, or leave service ; that the punish.

This Bill is not more to the interest of ethe 
Planter than to that of the Laborer, nor is it ip 
the nature of a Crimjaal Contract Law as applic 
to Agricultural and Commercial dealings, in which 
the Contractor is dependant on weather, loss of 
cattle, and numerous other causes, over which he 
can have no control, for the ability to perform his 
contract ; ‘but in this ease the Laborer is depen- 
-dant on his owu will and nothing else. His posi- 

i therefore, analogous rather to that of 
d soldiers, both of which classes are liable 
to oriminal penalties for breach of engagement. 

The Bill has, with certain reservations, received 
the sanction of the Government of India, It 
provides, amongst other things, for the securing 
‘to the Laborer by the contract a certain minimum 
monthly rate of wages; for the appointment of 
Protectors of Luborers and of Inspectors to assist 
them; and for the payment of salaries and the 
maintenance of establishments by means of a rate, 
for each Laborer, aalculuted upon the average 
number of Laborers on each estate; for the punish- 
meant of the Laborer if he refuses or neglects to 
work ; for the provision of sufficient hospital accom- 
modation for the sick, and a proper stock of medi- 
cines; and for the periodical inspection of the 
estates by the Protectors, and the submission of 
Reports, containing the results of such inspection, 
tothe Government. It also provides for the ap- 
prehension and punishment of deserters, and the 
investigation of complaints; the cancelment of 
contracts under certain circumstances ; and the 
release therefrom by purchase on payment of a 
sum of money equivalent to the minimum rate of 
wages for a year,

Statement or Ossucts anp Reasons, 


The primary object of the present Bill is to 
remove the Great Jail,of Calcutta from the control 
ofthe Sheriff and to transfer it to that of the 
Government of Bengal 

‘The Sheriff of Calcutta, who has at present the 
exclusive control of the whole Jail, except the 
House of Correction, is not responsible to Govern- 
ment for the proper discharge of his duties. Much 
inconvenience has hence resulted. ‘The Commis. 
sioner of Police, who manages the House of Cor- 
rection, does not reside within the limits of the 
hil, and cannot, therefore, give it the requisite 
personal attention. It is, moreaver, desirable to 
provide that the Jail should be inspected more 
scientifically and regularly than can be done by 
the Visiting Justices, on whom that duty now 
devolves, The present Bill proposes to supply 
these defects by relieving the Sherilf and the 
Commissioner of Police from all concern with the 
Jail, and by placing the Officer in charge of it, 
‘sin the case of Jails in the Mofussil, under the 
authority of the Inepeotor-General, and through 
him of the Governnient of Bengal. 

Power is given tothe (Governors in Council of 
Madras apd Bombay respectively to deal in like 
manner with the Jaile of Madras and Bombay.

4, No person shall let loose, or cause or 
allow to be let loose, ar allow to get loose, any 
diseased or worn out animal into any highway, 
gr into any place when such animal “can escape 
into any highway. 

5. Every person within whose premises any 
animal may die shall, within two hours after its 
death, cither remove at his own expense the 
carcass to such place as may be set apart by the 
Municipal Commissioners for the reception of such 
carcasses, or report its death to the Conservancy 
Overseer of the Division within which such pre- 
mises may be situnted; and in such latter cara 
shall pay to the said Overseer the expense - of ze- 
moving the carcass at such rate as the Commis- 
sioners may d Marianas and in. casas where the 
said person is ft the owner of the gniaal and 
the owner is known, the owner shall alone be 
responsible for the payment of such expense, and 
such expense shall be recoverable aa g debt due 
to the Commiasionére.
